Sept. 19 — (A P)—A 
giant four-ton bomb designed to 
smash steel and concrete build­ 
ings and shatter lighter struc­ 
tures for blocks has already been 
used to blight German cities, it 
was disclosed today , and some 
British air observ ers hailed the 
monster destroy er as the "war’s 
deadliest weapon.” 
The new bombs—which the Air 
Ministry said were used with dev ­ 
astating effect in recent attacks 
on Karlsruhe and Duesseldorf— 
were accepted as a sign that the 
Allies are planning to scourge 
the Reich with the deadliest in­ 
struments of destruction they can 
bring to the job in the shortest 
possible time.

In our effort to get away from 
the teacher-dominated classroom 
we have a tendency to pretend 
that children are doing the think­ 
ing and planning when in actu­ 
ality, the teacher is doing it, and 
has to do it. 
Children need leadership, and 
they need to feel the strength of 
authority in their leaders. When ¡ 
the teacher tries to hide his lead- j 
ership and mask his authority. 
he loses both and the children j 
are confused. 
In the elementan- classes the 
teacher must present the general j 
idea and outline the plan. Th e ; 
idea must be limited to the un- i 
derstanding and 
the ability o f! 
the children. It must be present- j 
ed clearly, in as few words as j 
possible. The general plan must j 
be laid down in the same brief j 
clarity. When that is done the 
children can take the idea away 
with them, think it 
over, 
do 
some planning of their own. and. 
on the day appointed, discuss it, 
the teacher leading.

Applicable to retailers, whole­ 
salers and 
manufacturers, 
the 
order, in effect, 
prev ents 
the 
mov ing a cheaper shoe 
into 
a 
hig her-priced bracket under the 
pretense of introducing it as a 
new sty le. It also was seen an 
rendering illeg al any price 
in­ 
crease in a standard sing le-pric­ 
ed line, under the g uise of creat­ 
ing the new sty le.

WASHINGTON, 
Sept.

(A P)— Secretary of State Hull 
has urgently asked Japan, through 
the Swiss gov ernment, whether it 
henceforth would grant to Am­ 
erican prisoners of war and in­ 
terned civ ilians treatment similar 
to that accorded Japanese na­ 
tionals b y the United States. 
Hull made no threat of re­ 
prisal in case of a Japanese re­ 
fusal, b ut the urgency of this re­ 
quest and the dev elopments which 
preceded it carried that implica­ 
tion. 
In making the text of Hull’s re­ 
quest, the State Department also 
released the text of two prev ious 
messages sent b y him through the 
Swiss gov ernment in an effort to 
ob tain “full reciprocity” in the 
distrib ution of relief among Am­ 
ericans held b y Japan. 
Efforts to get food and other 
relief supplies through to Ameri­ 
cans held in the Far East b egan 
immediately after the Japanese 
occupation of the Philippines last 
spring. The American Red Cross 
at that time tried to ob tain the 
S ,'edish ship Vasaland, then at 
a Swedish port, to carry relief 
supplies to the Far East, b ut Ger­ 
many refused to permit this ship 
to leav e the Baltic. 
Another Swedish v essel now on 
the Pacific coast, the Kanangoora, 
was chartered with the expecta­ 
tion that it could b e se 
directly 
across the Pacific with supplies. 
Japan, howev er, refused to per­ 
mit any neutral ship to cross the 
Western Pacific and insisted that 
any relief supplies must b e re­ 
layed through Portuguese East 
Africa on the regular diplomatic 
exchange ships.

When New D ealers or socialists are asked b y 
what ru le they wou ld collect taxes to pay gov ­ 
ernm ent expense, they inv ariab ly say they wou iu 
hav e taxes lev ied in proportion 1o ab ility to pay. 
Bu t when they are pressed to explain w hat the,', 
mean b y “ab ility to pay,” it is fou nd that this 
is not a ru le at all. They wou ld tax according 
to their personal opinion as to what each 
shou ld pay. It is an arb itrary, dictatorial, 
sonal opinion. 
This hackneyed phrase has done as m u ch oi 
more than anything else to confu se the poop)*'. 
It has done more than an\ other phrase to make 
this a gov ernm ent of personal opinions of men 
ra the r than a gov ernm ent oi impersonal 
laws. 
We hav e b een following this personal gov ernm ent 
idea of w hat might b e called personal taxation 
for the last three decades. It has retarded the 
accu m m u lation of capital. It has contu sed 
the 
people, cau sing them to perm it the gov ernm ent 
to b e extrav agan t in the b elief that the poor, with 
little ab ility to pay. wou ld not hav e to pay taxes. 
The v oters nev er thou ght things throu gh. They 
did not realize that retarding the accu m m u lation 
of tools wou ld m ake the poor in reality su ffer 
more than if they had paid their taxes b y 
impersonal, u niform ru le. 
Yes, the expression “paying taxes in 
¡< 
tion to ab ility to pay ” is a meaningless t 
changeab le with the v \ ill of man. It s t a r ed 
decades ago at 2 per cent. It has increased so 
it n o w takes 95 per cent of the tools produ ced 
b v the most efficient. D ictators and com m u nists

theory—as the ab ility to pay theory. 


O f cou rse, so far, taxes hav e b een u niform for 
different classes of people. Bu t democracy is not 
b ased on classes.
